Extract from the CRAFTSMAN. 
The Differtation upon Parties Continued 


Mi D’Anvers in his laf Craft/man, fhews his Reader 
{ how thofe Men who are Friends to a Government, 
can at the fame Time be Enemies to the Conftitution. Ih 
Order to account for this, he gives us a Definition of the two 
4ords Conftitution and Government; which he ob/erves, 
areolten confounded in Writing and Converfation. The HW ord 
Conititution according to Mr. D’Anvers, properly fignifies 
tho/e Laws end Cuftoms founded upon Reafon, by which the 
Community hath agreed to be governed ; But the Word Go- 
vernment, fignifies no more properly /peaking, than the Con- 
duct of the Chief Maviftrate, and inferior Magifrrates, 1 th 
Adminifiration of Publick Affairs. When the Publick Afar 
ure wilely Adminifirated, and all Men have Fuftice dont 
them in an tmpartial Manner, We call this a Good-Go- 
verament ; 25 when ever the contrary happens, He cali ita 
cad, or 2 Tyrannical Government. 

To bring this Home to our own Cafe (fays Mr. D An- 
vrs ) Confeitution is the Rule, by which our Princes ought 
to govern, at all Times; Government is That, by which 
They actually do govern, at any particular Time. Ont 
may remain tmmiutable ; the other may, and as human ~ 
ture is conftituted, muft vary. Oze 1s the Criterion, oy 
which We are to try the other; for furely We have 2 


eet a0 do fo, fince if we are to live in Subjection to ’ 
Vovcrument of our Kings, our Kings are to gover? 


Subjection 
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Subjection to the Confitution; and the Conformity, or 
Non-Contormity of their Government to it, pretcribes 
the Meafure of our Submiffion to Them, according to 
the Principles of the Revolution, and of our presen? Sectt/e- 
ment ; in both of which, though fome remote Kegard was 
had to Bicod, yet the Prefervation of the Confirution mani- 
teitly determined the Community to the Choice then made 
of the Perfons, who fhould govern. Another Thing to 
be confidered is This. When Perfons are fpoken of as 
Frienls to the Government, and Enemies to the Conftituti- 
on, the ‘Term Friendfbip is a little proftituted, in Com- 


-plyance with common Ufage. Such Men aie really inca- 


pable of Friendthip ; for real Friendthip can never exift a 
mong ‘Thofe, who have banith’d Virtue and Truth. They 
have no Affection to any but Themfelves; no Regard to 
any Intereft, except their own. Their fole Attachments 
are fuch as I mentioned in the lait Paper, Attachments ta 
Power and Profit, and when They have contracted a Load 
of Infamy and Guilt, in the Purfuit of Thefe, an Attach- 
ment to that Protéction, which is fufficient to procure 
Them Appearances of Confideration, and real Impunity. 
They may bear the Semblance of Affection to their Prince, 
and of Zeal for his Government ; but They, whoare ialfe 
to the Caufe of their Country, will not be true to any o- 
ther ; and the very fame Miniffer, who exalts his Matfter’s 
Throne on the Ruins of the Confitution, that he may go- 
vera without Controul, or retire without Danger, would 
do the Reverfe of this, if any Turn of Affairs enabled 
om to compound, in that Manner, the better tor Him- 
wil, 

Under a Prince therefore tolerably honeft, or tolerably 
Wile, fuch Men as Thefe will have no great Sway ; at 
leait, They will not hold it long. Such a Prince will 
know, that to unite Himfeif to Them, is to difunite Him- 
{elf from his People, and that He makes a ftupid Bargain, 
i! He prefers Trick to Policy, Expedient to Syftem, and 
a Cabal to the Nation. Reafon and Experience will teach 

im that a Prince, who does fo, muft govern weakly, 
iguominiouly and precarioufly ; whilft He, who engages 
all the Hearts, and employs all the Heads and Hands of 
his People, governs with Coma, with Splendour, and 
with Safety, and is fure of rifing to a Degree of abfolute 
Power, by maintaining Liberty, which the moft fuccefsful 


tyrant could never reach, by impofing Slavery. But how 
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few Men (and Princes, by their Leaves, are Men) have 
been found in Times paft, or can be hoped for in Times to 
come, capable of governing by fuch Arts as Thefe ? Some 
cannot propofe the Ends, nor fome employ the Means ; 
for fome are wicked, and fome are weak. ‘This general 
Divifion runs through the whole Race of Mankind ; of 
the Multitudes defign’d to obey, and of the few defign’d 
to govern. It was this Depravity of Multitudes, as well 
is their mutual Wants, which obliged Men firft to enter 
into Societies, to depart from their natural Liberty, andto 
fubiect Themfelves to Government. It was this Depravi- 
ty of the Few, (which is often the greater, becaufe born 
no better than other Men, They are educated worfe) 
which obliged Men frit to fubject Government to Confiitu- 
tion, that ‘hey might preferve focial, when They gave 
up natural Liberty, and not be opprefs’d by arbitrary Will 
Ai:ngs may have preceded Laweivers, for aught I know, 
or have poihibly been the fir Lawgivers, and Government 
éy /fai/ have been eftablifhed before Gocernment by Conft- 
fulion. The feus might reign at Athens, and Euritio at Spar- 
fz, long betore So/on gave Laws to one, and Lycurgus to 
the ether of thefe Cities. Aings had govern’d Rome, We 
know, and Cen/u/s had fucceeded Kings, long before the 
Decemvir: compiled a Body of Law ; and the Saxons had 
their Monarchs before Edgar, though the Saxon Laws 
went under his Name. Thefe and a thoufand other In- 
ftances of the fame Kind will never ferve to prove what 
my Lord Bacon would prove by them, +t that Monarchies 
do nct fubiif, like other Governments, by a precedent Law, 
or Compact ; that the ortgina/ Submiffion to Them was 2¢- 
ivra/, like the Obedience of a Child to his Parents ; and 
that 4/leghince to her: dttary Monarchs 1s the Hark of the 
Lavy of Netare. But That, which thefe Examples prove 
very plainly is, that however Men might fubmit volanta- 
rily i the primitive Simplicity of early Ages, or be fub- 
jecied by Conguelt, toa Government without a Confitution, 
y't They were never long in difcovering that * to Hve by 
-? Men's Fl iil became the Canfe of all Men's Mifery, and 
erelore They foon rejected the Yoke, or made it fit ea- 
-on their Necks. They inftituted Commoawealths, oF 
Vey Limitee Menarchies ; and here began that Struggle 
etwees the Spirit of Liberty and the Spirit of Dominion, 
which <iways hath fubfified, and, that We may not flat- 
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ter our felves nor others, muft always fubfift, except in 
thofe Inftances, of which the moft antient Hiftories furnish 
fo few, the Reigns of a Zitws, or a Trajan ; for it might 
look like Flattety to quote the prefent moft aufpicious 
Reign. 

Togoverna Society of Freemen by a Con//tution founded 
on the eternal Rules of right Reafon, and directed to pro- 
mote the Happinefs of the whole, and of every Individual, 
is the nobleft Prerogative, which can belong to Humanity, 
and if Man may be faid, without Prophanenefs, to im. 
tate God in any Cafe, This is the Cafe. But fare TI am, 
He imitates the Devil, who ts fo far from promoting the 
Happinefs of others, that he makes his own Happincf to 
confift in the Mifery of others; who governs by no Rule 
but That of his Paffions, whatever Appearances He 1 
forced fometimes to put on ; who endeavours to corrupt 
the Innocent, and to enflave the Free ; whofe Bufinefs is 
to feduce, or betray ; whofe Pleafure is to damn ; and 
whofe Triumph is to torment. Odious and execrable as 
this Character is, it is the Character of every Prince, who 
makes Ufe of his Power to fubvert, or even to weaken 
that Conftitution, which ought to be the Rule of his Go- 
vernment. When fuch a Prince fills a ‘Throne with fope- 
rior Parts, Liberty is in the utmoft Peril ; nor does the 
Danger diminifh in Proportion, if He happens to want 
them. Such Men as We are now to fpeak of (Friends fo 
the Government and Enemies to the Conffitution ) will be al- 
ways at Handto fupply his Defects ; for as They are the 
willing Inftruments of a wicked Prince, They are the rea- 
dy Prompters of a weak one. They may fink imto the 
Mafs of the People, and difappear in a good and a wife 
Reign, or work Themfelves into Power under fille Co- 
lours. Sed Genus immortale manet. Their Race will con- 
tinue as long as Ambition and Avarice prevail in the World, 
and there will be bad Citizens as long as there are bad 
Men. The Good ought therefore to be always on their 
Guard againft Them, and whatever Difguife They affume, 
whatever Veils They caft over their Conduct, ‘They will 
never be able to deceive Thofe long, who obferve con- 
tantly the Difference between Conffitution and Government, 
and who have Virtue enough to prefer the Caufe of the 
former, how unprofitable foever it may be at all ‘Limes, 
and how unpopular foever at fome But I rambie too 
long in Generals. It is high Time I fhould come to thofe 
Particular Meafures, by which the Men I have defcribed 
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are moit likely to carry on their Defigns againft our Con. 
fiitution ; after which I fhall fay fomething of the Me- 
thods, by which alone their Defigns may be,prevented, or 
will be defeated, if a national Union oppofe it felf by fuch 
Methods as Thefe, in Time, to them. 

Now that I may do This the better, and make what I 

have to fay the more fenfibly felt, give me Leave to fup- 
pofe (though I fpeak of a remote Time, and fuch an one 
as we ought to hope will never come) that our natio- 
nal Circumftances will be juft the fame as They are now, 
and our Conftturion as far diftant as it now is from that 
Point of Perfection, to which the Revolution ought to 
have brought it, might have brought it, and hath given the 
Nation a Right to expect that it fhould be brought. The 
Completion of that glorious Deliverance is ftill imperfed, 
after five and forty Years, notwithftanding the Hopes then 
given, the Engagements then taken, and the Opportunities, 
that have fince arifen. How This hath happen’d, by what 
Arts this Juftice to the Conffitution hath been hitherto eva- 
ded, fometimes in Favour of one Government, and fome- 
times in Favour of another, might eafily be fhewn, and 
pore too, beyond Contradiction. But I had rather ex- 
iort, than reproach ; and efpecially at a Time, when a 
lirong ‘Tendency appears among Men of all Denomunati- 
ons to fucha nztionz/ Unron as will effectually obtain the 
compleat Settlement of our Confitution, which hath been 
fo long delay’d, if it be honeftly, prudently and vigoroufly 
improved, 

It is certain then that if ever fuch Men as call Them- 
feives Friends to the Government, but are rea/ Enemits 
o) the Cer#ituticn, prevail, Vhey will make it a capital 
Poist ot their wicked Policy to keep up a franding Army. 
Faille Appearances of Reafon for it will never be wanting, 
as long as there are Pretenders to the Crown ; though no- 
thing can be more abfurd than to employ, in Defence o! 
Literty, an Initrament fo often employ'’d to deftroy i ; 
the’ nothing can be more abfurd than to maintain, that 
¢'y Gevernmen? ought to make ufe of the fame Expedient 
to Lupport it felf, as another Government, on the Ruins ol 
wouch thy Government ftands, was fubverted for uling ; 
thongh nothing can be proved more manifeftly ty Expe- 

ence than thefe two Propofitions ; that Britain 1s en 
an “, ly her Situation, to fupport her Government, “_ 
the Bulk of her People are for it, without employing 4) 
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Means inconfiftent with her Confitution ; and that the Bulk 
of the People are not only always for the Government, 
when the Government fupports the Conffiturion, but are e- 
ven hard and flow to be detach’d frdm it, when the Go- 
vernmant attacks, or undermines the Confitution, and when 
They are by Confequence both juftify’d in refifting, and 
even obliged in Coafcience to refift the Geverament. 

I have heard it argued lately that Pretenders abroad are 
aSecurity at home, and that a Goveruiment, expofed to 
their Attacks, will never venture toa ttack the Co#fitutr- 
on, T have been told too that thefe Notions were entertain’d 
by fome, who drew many political Confequences from them 
atthe Revolution. But if any of thofe Perfons are fill a- 
live, I perfuade myfelf that They have altered this Opi- 
nion, fince fuch a Situation will furnifh, at all Times, Pre- 
tences of Danger ; fince Pretences of Danger to a Govern- 
ment, whether real or imaginary, will be always urged 
with Plaufibility, and generally with Succefs, jor obtain- 
ing rew Powers or for ftraining o/d owes ; and fince whilft 
Thofe, who mean well to the Government, are impofed up- 
on by thofe, who mean ill to the Confituticn, all true 
Concern for the Jatter is loft in a miftaken Zcal for the 


jormer, and the moft important is ventured to fave the 


leaft important, when neither one nor the other would 
have been expofed, if falfe Alarms had not been rafhly 
aid too implicitly taken, or if true Alarms had not given 
unneceflary Strength in the Government, at the Expence 
of weakening the i 
Notwithftanding what hath beea faid, I do not imagine 
that an Army would be employed by ihe/e Mex, directly 
and at firit, againft the Nation, and national Liberty. I 
am far trom thinking that any Men can arife, in future 
Times, capable of attempting, in this Manner, what fome 
Men in our Age, who call Themfelves Frien/s to the Go- 
cvernment, have been fo weak and fo impudent as to avow 
in Print, and publifh to the Nation. To deftroy Britif 
Liberiy with an Army o} Britons, is not a Meafure fo fure 
of Succefs, as fame People may believe. To corrvpt rhe 
Perliament is a flower, but might prove a more effeCiual 
Method. and two cr three Hundred Mercenaries in the 
two Houfes, if they could be lifted there, would be more 
fatal to the Con#itution than ten Times as many ‘Thou- 
fands in Red and Blue out of them. Parliamenis are the 
true Guardians of Liverty. For this principally they were 
inftituted ; and This is the principal Article of that en 
an 
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and noble Truft which the collective Body of the People 
of Britain repofes in the Reprefentative. But then no 
Slavery can be fo effectually brought and fixed upon us, as 
Parliamentary Slavery. By the Corruption of Parliament, 
and the abfolute Influence of a King, or his Minifer, on 
the two Houfes. We return into that State, to deliver or 
fecure us from which Par/iaments were inftituted, and are 
really governed by the arbitrary Will of one Man. Our 
whole Confitution is at once diffolved. Many Securities 
to Lrberty are provided ; but the Integrity, which depends 
on the Freedom and the Independency of Parliament, 1s the 
Key-ftone, that keeps the whole together. If this be ha- 
ken, our Confitution totters. If it be quite removed, our 
Conftitution falls intoRuin. ‘That noble Fabrick, the Pride 
of Britain, the Envy of her Neighbours, raifed by the 
Labour of fo many Centuries, repaired at the Expence of 
fo many Millions, and cemented by fuch a Profufion of 
Blood ; that noble Fabrick, I fay, which was able to refift 
the united Efforts of fo many Races of Gyants, may be 
demolithed by a Race of Pygmies. The Integrity of Par- 
jrament isa Kind of Pa/iadium, a tutelary Goddefs, who 
protects our State. When fhe is once removed, We 
may become the Prey of any Enemies. No Agamem- 
non, no Achilles will be wanted to take onr City. Therf- 
tes Himfelf will be fufficient for fuch a Conqueft. But! 
need not dwell any longer on this Subject. here is no 
Man, who thinks at all, and can fail to fee the feveral f2- 
tal Confequences, which will neceffarily flow from this one 
Source, whenever it fhall be opened. If the Reafon of 
the Thing does not ftrike Him enough, Experience muft 
The fingle Reign of Henry the 8th will ferve to thew, 
that no Tyranny can be more fevere than That, which 1s 
exercifed by a Concert with Parliament; that arbitrary 
Will may be made the fole Rule of Government, even 
whillt the Names and Forms of a free Conffitution are pre- 
ferved; that for a Prince or his Minifer, to become our 
Tyrant, there is Need to abolith Parliaments ; there 1s no 
Need that He, who is Mafter of one Part of the Legi/ia- 
ture, fhould endeavour to abolifh the other tivo, when He 
can ufe, upon every Occafion, the united Strength of the 
whole , there is no Need He fhould be a Tyrant in the Grofs, 
waen he can be fo in Detail, nor in Name, when He can 
be fo in Effect; that for Parliaments to eftablith Tyranny, 
ere Is ced therefore to repeal magna Chari2, wp 
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other of the great Supports of our Likerty. It is enough, 
if They put ‘Themfelves corruptly and fervilely under the 
Influence of fuch a Prince, or fuch a Miniffer. —— On the 
whole, I conclude that, in the poffiblé Cafe here fuppo- 
fed, the firft and principal Object will be to deftroy the 
Conftitution, under Pretence of preferving the Govera- 
ment, by corrupting our Parliaments. I am the better found- 
ed in concluding that this may happen, in fome future 
Age, by what we may obferve in our own. ‘There is 
furely but too much Reafon to expect that the Enemies of 
our Conftitution may attempt hereafter to govern by Cor- 
ruption, When We hear and fee the Friends and Advocates 
of our prefent moft incorrupt Minifter harangue and {crib- 
ble, in Favour of Corruption; when it is pleaded for and 
recommended, as a neceflary Expedient of Government, 
by fome Men of all Ranks and Orders; aot only by pro- 
jefed Hirelings, who write that they may eat; but by 
Men, who have talked and written Themfelves already 
out of their native Obfcurity and Penury, by affecting 
Zeal in the Caufe of Liberty ; not only by fuch as Thefe, 
but by Men, whofe Birth, Education and Fortune aggra- 
vate their Crime and their Folly; by Men, whom Ho- 
nour at leaft fhould reftrain from favouring fo difhonoura- 
ble a Caufe ; and by Men, whofe peculiar Obligations to 
preach up Morality fhould reftrain them, at leaft, from 
being the Preachers of an Jmmorality, above all others, a- 
bominable in its Nature, and pernicious in its Effects. : 
Thefe Men are ready, I know, to tell us that the /s- 
france They plead for is neceffary to ftrengthen the Hands 
of Thofe, who govern; that Corruption ferves to oil the 
Wheels of Government, and to render the Adminiftra- 
tion more {mooth and eafy ; and that it can never be of 
dangerous Confequence, under the prefent Father of our 
Country. —— Abfurd and wicked Triflers! According to 
Them, our excellent Conftitution (as one of your Corre- 
fpondents hath obferved extremely well) 75 20 better 
than a Fumble of incompatible Powers, which would /eparate 
and fall to Preces of Phem/elves, unle/s re rained and up- 
held by fuch honourable Methods as thofe of BRIBERY and 
Corruption. They would prove that the Form of 
our Government is defeAive to a Degree of Ridiculou[ne/s. 
But the Ridicule, as well as the Iniquity, 1s their own. 
A good Government can want no Power, under the pre/eat 
Confitution. A bad one may, and itis fit it fhould. Po- 


bularity is the Expedient of one, and will effectually fup- 
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port it. Nothing but Corruption can fupport the other 
If there was a real Deficiency of Power in the Crown, it 
cought to be fupply’d, no Doubt. The old Whimfies of 
Prerogative fhould not be revived ; but Limitations ought 
to be taken of, or mew Powers to be given. The Friends 
of Liderty acknowledge that a Ballance of the Powers, di. 
vided among the three Parts of the Legtflaiure, is effential 
to our Consffitution, and neceffary to fupport it. The 
Friends of Liberty therefore would concur, at leaft toa 
certain Point, with the Friends of the Mrnifry ; for the 
jormer are Friends to Order, and Enemies to Licence. 
For Decency’s Sake therefore let the Debate be put on 
this {ffue. Let it be fuch a Debate as Freenien may avow, 
without blufhing, To argue from this fuppofed Deficiency 
of Power in the Crown, in Favour of a Scheme of Go. 
vernment, repugnant to all Laws divine and human, is fuch 
an Inftance of abandon’d, villainous Proftitution, as the 
moft corrupt Ages never faw ; and as will place the pre- 
fent Age, with Infamous Pre-eminence, at the Head of 
them; unlefs the Nation do it felf Juftice, and fix the 
Brand on Thofe, who ought alone to bear it————Thus 
much for the Iniquity of the Pra¢tice pleaded for. As to 
the Danger of it, let us agree that a Prince, of fuch Mag- 
nanimity and Juftice as our prefent Monarch, can never 
be tempted by any fordid Motives to forget the recent Ob- 
ligation, which He and his Family have to the Briti/s Na- 
tion, by whom They were made Kings; nor to aim at 
greater Power and Wealth than are confiftent with the 
Satety of the Confitation They are intrufted to preferve, 
and obliged to fecure. Allowing This to be our prefent 
Cafe, (and concerning our prefent Cafe, there are nottwo 
Opinions, I dare fay, in the whole Nation) yet ftill the 
Symptoms I have mentioned fhew that the Poifon, with 
which thefe pretended Friends of the Government, and real 
Enemics of the Confitution, corrupt the Morals of Man- 
kind, hath made fome Progrefs ; and if this Progrefs be 
Not immediately check’d by proper Antidotes, and the 
Power of poifoning taken from the/e Empericks, the Dif- 
eafe will grow incurable. TThe laft difmal Effect of it may 
hot, or if you pleafe, cannot happen in this Reign ; but it 
may, nay it muft happen in fome other, unlefs We prevent 
it effectually and foon ; and what Seafon more proper 0 
Prevent it in, and to compleat the Security’of our 5’ 
éerties, than the Reign of a Prince, for whom the Nation

Savings to the Publick The Salaries of a hundred Size- 
cures, and where the Bufinefs of Offices is exercifed by 
Commiffioners, the taking off no more than four out of 
five, which I am pofitive fome People will think too lit- 
tle, wou'd pay the Intereft of feveral hundred thoufand 
Pounds in a Year, or otherwife, if it fhou’d be thought 
better to add it to the finking Fund, it would foon amount 
to aSum fuificient to redeem fome Taxes, which moft fen- 
fibly affect the labouring Poor.

to do (not in their Offices}——What tho’ they were alto- 
gether infignificant in the Pofts for which they were paid, 
they might be put to fome other Ufes, ——they might ferve 
the Great Man as a kind of Aid de Camps, or Couriers, 
and be fent into Devonfbire or Cornwall, towards the Ap- 
proach of a new Ele@tion, in order to whifper fome- 
thing in the Ear of the Returning Officers of Boroughs, 
or they might be employ’d in a inaieed little infamous 
Jobs, which a Man of Honour, or one, who had the leatt 
Sentiment of common Honefty within him, wou'd be a- 
thamed to appear in. 2 

But to fpeak mor® ferioufly of this Matter——It it be 
true what has long been uncontefted, that if ever England 


be undone, it muft be by her Parliaments, nothing cam x 
mor 
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more dangerous to Liberty than to have Multitudes de- 
peuding upon a Muinifter of State a Number ot 
Men with publick Money in their Pockets, may certainly 
influence Elections; but if they themfelves fhou’d find 
Means of pufhing their Way into a certain Place, where 
our AU is intrufted, and make a Majority there, I need not 
tell what wou’d be the Coufequence I fay, this 
might give fome Uueafinefs, were itnot that we are hap- 
py na Minifter, the Uprightnefs of whofe Heart, like the 
Cleannefs of his Hands, are known to all.

FRANCE. 


HE French Gallies, which have been, for forte. 

Time, fitting out at Mar/ei//es, to the Number of 
fixteen or more, are defigned tor Service on the Coafts 
of Sicily and Naples. The Men of War, which are now 
getting ready with all Expedition, are Thirty-five Ships 
of the Line of Battle, and feven Frigats. Some of thefe 
will be formed into a Squadron to tranfport r2000 Men 
to Dantzick: And others, it is faid, are to act in Coa- 
junction with the Spanifa Fleet. Thefe two Fleets, whea 
united, are to be commanded by the Count de Thoules/e; 
and the Gallies by the Grand Prior of Ordeaas. 


HOLLAND aad the Low-COUNTRIES. 


HE City of Dort having at laft concurred with the 

other Members of the Stares ot Holland, to deliver 
tue Eifects demanded by the Prince of Oraage, the Depu- 
ties of that Province, at the Aflembly of the States-Geae- 
ral, have declared, that they join in the Refolution of 
the five other Provinces, for the faid Delivery, “The 
Province of Zealand is now the only one which ftands out: 
Andvit is faid the Stetes-General have already given the 
neceffary Orders for the Extradition, without waiting for 
the Confent of that Province ; but as this is contrary to 
their ufual Method of Proceeding, we fhall wait for far- 
ther Advice, before we afirm either for or againit it. ) 


SpAIn @gal PORTUGAL. 


HE King of Spain hath approved of the Plan laid 
before him for the Operations of the enfuing Cam- 

Paign in the Kingdom of Naples: And Orders are dil- 
Mm patched 
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patched to haften the Embarkation of another Body of 
‘Troops, to facilitate the Conqueft of that Kingdom. All 
the Silver is faved trom the late Wreck of the Flotilla, 
but the Cechineal and Inidgo has received great Damage. 

There is a Talk at Madrid, that the Court has re- 
folved to remove to Barce/ona, to have the Pleafure of 
feeing the Embarkation of his Majefty’s Troops defigned 
to reinforce the Army in Jta/y. 


RoME and ITALY. 


HE Account we gave in our two former from 

Rome concerning the Chevalier de St. George, 1s con- 
firmed with the following additional Circumftances: That 
a few Days before the Departure of the Letters a Per- 
fon, who pretended to be a Merchant, being arrived there 
with two other Perfons, feemingly of the fame Profefii- 
on, took up his Lodging in a common Inn: But that the 
‘Town was furprized the next Morning to fee him car- 
ried in a fort of State to the Chevalier’s Palace. It was 
obferved, that foon after the Lord Dunbar, the Cheva- 
lier’s Prime Minifter, went to the French Ambaffadour's. 
The next Day the fame Lord was faid to have had an Au- 
dience of the Pope, and, at the Conclufion of it, another 
Conference with the French Ambaffadour. Since thefe 
‘Tranfactions, it has been obferved, that his Holinefs has 
treated the Chevalier with a more than ordinary Dt 
ftinction ; and, among other Things has given Orders, 
that the Coaches of Foreigners, of whatever Quali +, thall 
— and give Way to thofe of the Chevalier, and his Fa- 
mily. 

‘The French, after the taking of Fort Fuentes, fent fe- 
veral Parties towards Tiro/ and the Trentine, thinking to 
raile Contributions there ; but the Bithop of Trent's Mili- 
tiz, fupported by the Jmperial Regiments of young Daus 
and Eagene, gave them fuch a Reception , that they 
thought fit to retire. 7 

The Imperial Garrifons of the fmaller Towns in_ St 
ery are preparing to retire, on the Approach of any Ene- 
my to Méeffina, Siracufa, and Traparni, Places which are 
al! well provided with Neceffaries, and in a good Condi- 
tion of Defence. A Privateer belonging to the latter has 


taken a French Tartan, which had 50,000 Florins in Spe- 
cie 
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cie on Board, befides a great Quantity of Merchandi- 
zes. 

Hardly a Day paffes, but fome Ships arrive with Troops 
from Spain, who, as foon as they are landed, march to th 
general Rendezvous of the Spani/fh Troops at Pi/2. 

The Confederate Troops advance daily nearer Mantua, 
but whether in order to a Siege or a Blockade is yet a 
Secret: As it is likewife what will be the Fate of Zer- 
tone. 


GERMANY. 


Y the Lift of General Officers lately publithed ar /% 

enna, it appears, that the Couat de Mercr 1s to have 
the chief Command in Jta/y, and that the two Princes, 
Lewis and Frederick, of Wirtemberg, are to serve vuder 
him, one as General of Horfe, and the other of Foor. 
The Commander in Chief of the Army on the Rhine is not 
yet named. Some fay it will be Prince Eugene, and o- 
thers are for giving that Command to the Elector of &a- 
véria. In the mean Time the Duke of Aremberg and 
Count Wallis are declared Generals of Foot, and Count de 
Hauttots, General of Horfe. 

The Imperial Decree for the Empire to declare War a- 
gainft France has not yet been brought under the Con fide- 
ration of the Dyet at Ratishon, The Motion has, indeed, 
been made, but feveral Minifters having declared that they 
were not yet provided with the neceffary Inttructions, 1¢ 
Was put off to a farther Day.

T HE Party of King Staniffaus, having failed in their 
_ Defign of intercepting the Po/i/h Grand Deputation, 
Which carried the Diploma of Election to King Augufus ; 
and feeing now no Poffibility of hindering that Prince’s 
Coronation, have left Poland, and are marched towards 
Polio Pruffia, whither the Ruffians are likewife in March 
with the main Body of their Army. General La/ci, at 
the Head of rsooo of the latter, appeared before Thera, 
on the rth Inftant, early in the Morning, and fummon- 
‘d it to furrender. He affured the Magiftrares that if 
(ey immediately opened their Gates, they fhould be treat. 
td like Friends: But that, in Cafe of a Refufal, they 
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as 


muft expect to meet with the fevereft Ufage. The Poles 
having leit the Place fome Days before, upon theA pproach 
ot the Ru/fiaa Army, the Magiftrates made no Dittculty 
of delivering up their Keys, and the General took Pof. 
feffion the fame Morning. The Coronation ot King Ay. 
gufius, which was to have been the rrth, 1s put off for a 
few Davs to wait the Arrival of feveral Grandees, who 
are on the Road, in Order to affift at it. 

‘The Corps ot the late King, Augufus UW. and thofe of 
his Predeceffor, Yohn Scbhiggki and his Queen, were in. 
terred the rsth with the fice) Solemnity. Their Maj. 
fties, King Auvgufus UI. and his Queen, attended the Ob. 
fequies, as is ufual for the Succeffors to the Crown of Po- 
land to do. It is now pretty plain that King Augufus in- 
tends to pufh his Pretenfions farther than we once imagined 
he would have done. Our next Letters will doubtlefs 
tring us Advice of his being crowned at Cracew, and tho 
if the Arms of France fucceeded, King Stanifaus will pro- 
bably keep the ‘Throne of Po/aad during his Lite; yet the 
Coronation of Augufus, who is a young Man, may be ot 
“ {mall Service to him, fhould he happen to furvive his 

ival. 

Since the Surrender of Thorz to the Ruffians, the Dant- 
zikhers begin to be more apprehenfive of their dangerous 
Situation, than they would own they were before. It was 
feared that fome of the Po/i/b Senators would leave King 
Stoniflauws, at the nearer Approach of the Ruffians, and 
that the King himfelf would be obliged to retire fo 
Stralfund.

At the Beginning of this fourth Volume we find an Ad- 
Vertifement of the Author’s, concerning fome Errors, 
Which he would have corre¢ted in his Work; and about 
fome critical Remarks which have been made on the Re- 
fleCtions with which he accompanies his Hiftorical Narra- 
tives, and which have been thought by fome Perfon, too 


tedious, and too frequent. To this he allows, that he is 
gone 
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gone a little out of the Road generally followed by Hitto. 
rians, who are wont to leave fuch Reffections to be made 
by the Reader. But, as the main Defign of this Work 
was, the Inftruction of Youth, and the forming of their 
Minds, he thinks this Motive a juft Excufe for his ha. 
ving deviated from a Rule, to which, however, he is will. 
ing to conform for the future, if the Opinion of the Publick 
fhould appear in a more formal Manner againit his Method 
hitherto. 

The Pelpennefan War, which is the Subject of the 
Sequel of Mr. Rolfin's 3d Volume, and the Beginning of 
the gth, began about the LXXXVIIth O/ympiad, and a- 
bout 430 Years before CHRIST. 

The firft Act of Hoftility in this War, was the unfuc. 
cefsful Attempt of the Thebans, the Allies of the Laced. 
moniaas On Plat@a, aCity of Batia. The Ravages which 
the Thebans committed in Attica, the firft Year of this 
War, was followed, the fecond Year, by the horrible 
Plague, fo famous in Hiftory, which after having ravaged 
Ethiopia, where it began, as well as Egypt, Libya, anda 
good Part of Perfia, came like a Torrent upon Athens. 
This Difafter, which happened to the Athenians, was foon 
followed by another, which they brought upon themfelves 
by their Imprudence, in depriving Peric/es of the Govern- 
ment, to the Prejudice of their real Intereft. “They were 
foon fenfible of their Lofs, and, asking his Pardon for 
their Ingratitude, reftored him to his Charge: But Death 
deprived him of it a fecond Time, in the third Year oi 
this War. He efteemed it his greateft Glory, that he 
could fay with his laft Breath; He had never, during the 
whole Time he had governed the Republick, beew once the 

ccafton of a Citizen's wearing Mourning. 

Atter his Death, Potidea, which had held out a three 
Year's Siege, furrendered, after the Inhabitants were r¢- 
duced to the greateft Extremity, and faw they had no Af- 
fiftance to hope from Pe/oponnefus ; and the Athemass 
planted a Colony in that City On the other Hand, the 
Lacedemonians had laid Siege to Plataa@, at the Beginning 
of the third Year of this War. This Siege was one of the 
moit famous of Antiquity, and our Author gives a vely 
accurate Defcription of it. After feveral vigorous Attac 
the Lacedemonians found themfelves obliged to tura 
Siege into a Blockade, and left a fufficient Body of Troop 
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to fecure one half of it, while the Bariens undertook to 
uard the other. | 
In the fourth Year of the Pe/:ponncfan War, all the in- 
habitants of Lesbos, Methymne only excepted, broke their 
Alliance with Athens. Forty Gallies, which were fitted out 
for Peloponnefus, were fent to Mity/ene; and, as the In- 
habitants were not then in a Condition to oppofe them, 
put thera under the ¢reateft Confternation. However, 
not to difcover their own Weaknefs, they ventured out 
of their Port, and, making Head againit their Enemy, 
gave them Battle; but they were repulfed, and driven 
back again into their Harbour. They then propofed a 
Truce, which the Athenians were the more ready to give 
Kar to, as they began to be apprehenfive they had not 
then a futhcient Force to reduce the Jiland. During the 
Truce the Mity/enians fent a Deputation to Athens, and, 
fearing the Succefs of their Negociation, fent, at the Jame 
Time another to Lacedemonic. The latter fucceeded, 
aad it was refolved, that they fhould immediately make 
in Incurfion into the Enemy's Dominions, and that two 
Thirds of the Confederate Army fhould readezvous at

difpofed of by Lot to the Athenians, who made a Settle- 
ment there. 

The Inhabitants of Plat@a, who, being deflitute of all 
Affiftance and Neceffaries, were reduced to the laft Ex- 
tremity, had formed a Defiga, towards the Conclufion 
of the foregoing Campaign, of breaking their Way through 
the Blockade. This they executed, in a very dark Night, 
with only half their Number. Our Author fpends feve- 
ral Pages in giving a Defcription of the Manner and Difi- 
culty of their Efcape. Towards the latter End of the

following Campaign, the remaining Part of the Inhabitants 
furrendered the City, on Condition, that no one fhould 
be riforoufly treated, but upon Conviction, alier having 
been brought to a legal Trial.

The Lacedemonians fent five Commiffaries thither to this 
End, who reduced their Enquiry into one fingle Quettt- 
on; What Service they had done that State during th 
Har? This Queftion fo confounded the P/at@aas, that 
they knew not what to anfwer. They urged whatever 
they imagined could alleviate their Crime, and entitle 
them to the Compaffion of the Lacedemonians: But thele 
perfitied iu their Demand of a categorical Anfwer to the 
fimple Queftion propofed, and being at laft anfwered, 
they had done no Service, all the Men were put to the 
Sword, their Wives were made Captives, and the next 
Year their City was razed. 

Our Author fays only in.General of the two enfuing 
Campaigns, that the Lacedemonians made Inroads into 4t- 
fica, and the Athenians into Peloponne fis. The fixth and 
feventh Year of this War affords us little remarkable, but 
the taking of Py/os, a little City of Meffenta, about 40° 

. by the Arhenians, under the 
( mauct ol Demcfhenes, w ho becoming Mafter of i, 
caufed it to be fortified in an uncommon and almoft im- 
pregnable Manner. The Lacedemonians were very defi- 
rous of recovering it, and therefore befieged it both by 
Sea and Land. The Attack was commanded by one Bra- 
fidas, who gave great Marks of his Valour and Condu 
on this Occafton. Oppofite to the City lay a {mall 80 
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called Sphaée rium; from thence the Lecedomontans had a 
fair Opportunity of annoying the Befieged, and would at 
Pleafure ftop up the Entrance to their Port. On this 
Ifand they placed a large Body of their choiceft Troops, 
and trom thence they gave the Arhemraens Battle at Sea ; 
but being wortted, they were, in their Turn, blocked up 
in the Ifland. 

A ‘Truce was herevpon concluded, to give the I.c-s/e- 
monians an Opportunity of fending an Ambafly to Arhcays. 
They propofed an Accommodation, and the Athenians had 
now an Opportunity of putting a Conclufion to the War, 
by a Peace, equally glorious to themfelves, and advanta- 
geous to all Greece. It was, however, oppofed by C/eon, 
a Man greatly efteemed by the Populace, who, guided by 
him, urged, that nothing ought to be concluded on, till 
the Ifland was furrendered at Difcretion, and that thev 
would hear of no other Terms. The Truce ceafing at 
the Return of the Ambaffy to Pyles, Cleon and Demofti he- 
nes jointly attacked the Ifland of Sphaferium, which they 
took after a vigorous Refiftance, and with great Dih- 
culty. 

The eighth Year of this War the Athenians, under the 
Command of Nicias, conguered the Ifland of Cythera, on 
the Lacedemonian Coaft, and Brafidas the Lacedemonian 
General, entered Thrace, where he took Amphipclis, a 
Colony of the Athenians, on the River Sirymen. ‘The 
Lofs of this Important Place was imputed to the Neglect 
of Thucydides, the Hiftorian, who was Commander :n 
Chief of the Athenian Forces, and he was banithed 
on that Account. Demoffhenes and Hippocrates, who 
commanded other Troops of the Athenians, marched 
into Batia, in Hopes their Prefence would have en- 
gaged fome of the Enemy’s Towns to throw off the Lace- 
demonian Yoke ; But they were met by the Thebans, near 
Delia, who engaged and defeated them Socrates was in this 
Battle, and behaved with fo much Conduét and Valour, 
that, in the Opinion of Laches, if the whole Army had 
followed his Example, the Athenians would not have loft 
Day. The Lofs of this Battle was followed by the Sur- 
render of the City, after a fhort Siege. 

Both Sides began now to be weary of the War, which 
lad been carried on, ata preat Expence, and almoft with 
equal Advantage. A Truce was therefore concluded for 
cue Year, at the Expiration of which C/eon prevailed ape 
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oithe Athens to renew the War. On the other Side 
ae was no lef urgent v ith the Lacedemonians. - 
on, at the Head of the 4ilenian Army, laid Siege to .
